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We give you below a tabulation by the nine principal breakdowns of the actual shipments of mctal eans during 
1944 and estimated requirements for 1945.

We believe that the following comments are pertinent and may we of value. 


1, The estimated 1945 requirements for fruits and vegetables are substantially unchanged from actual 

1944 requirements. 1944 was what we consider a reasonably good year in thet crops were neither unduly 

high nor unduly low. “le therefore belicve that the estimate for 1945, based on actual 1944 shipments, ; 
_may be considered to be very reasonable. 


= 2. The increase in dairy products is due almost entirely to an expected increased pack »f evaporated 
rs milk between 9,000,090 and 10,000,000 cases, and the increased use of the heavier export style can for 
. Military and Lend-Loase requirements. Fstimated requirements for the Military’ and Lend-Lease in 1945 
7 are 45,000,000 casos 1s compared with approximately 30,000,000 cases in 194. 
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3. Tho increase in the meat requirement is’ due entirely to ifilitary requirements. 1 
requiromonts are now so large thit virtuclly no mont will be packed for civilian requirement 


least until the second half of the year. 
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4, fhe small increase in the fish pack requirement is duc to “nme return of more boats to the fishing 
industry. This increase will be more than offset by increased Military requirements, with the result 
that the civilian pack will be less than Inst year. 
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5. The Military rations are, of courso, entirely a firm Military requirement.

6. The requirement for fats nnd oils is approximately 50/50 Military and civilian, but the increase 
is due largely to increased Military and Lend-Lease requirements as there is only a small inercase for 
\ Civilisn requirements. 


7, The increase in the requirements for special commodities is due virtually entirely to increased 
Military requirements. The major commodities which the Military wish packed in this category are 
spices, salted nuts, coffee, dessert powders, baking powder nd peanut butter. 


8, The grain products item is ontirely Military, principally beer, cereals and flour. 


9, The non-food item - present indications ore that in view of the Military requirement for non-food 
cans, which is larger than last year, the basic requiroment for non-food cans for the first half of 
the year should be somewhnt in excess of last year's requirement. 
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
